CHILDREN’S BATES. 


HEN I watch the youngsters splashing

The child is made to stand 
in the warm bath, and before yaa the 
á ild a spongeful of cold water is applied to 
the head, so that the whole body receives a 
douche of cold water. Immediately after the 
douche the child is put back into the warm 
water for a few moments, and then briskly 
rubbed, so that the skin ‘glows. The tonic 
effect of this type of bath is extraordinary. 
The skin is kept in ee condition by re- 
acting rapidly to the change of temperature, 
and the nervous system receives a tremendous 
stimulus by becoming able to withstand with- 
out effort the mild degree of shock such 
treatment entails. 

The second treatment which is of great 
value is the use of salt water instead of fresh 
water for the bath. Supplies of sea salt are 
obtainable from most chemists, and the saline 
water has a wonderfully good effect on

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S SPEECH. 

President Cosgrave said that Ireland had 
just come through an experience of the same 
sort as that endured - 4 every country in the 
history of world. They had to go through 
the same pains, the same trouble, the same 
disorders as every other young nation, and 
there was now no reason for atry feeling for 
the future but one of confidence. Those who 
were against disorder had now behind 
them: the assistance and support of practically 
every order in the community, with the ex- 
ception of one. One section stood 
apart from the rest of the nation, with a poli- 
tical formula which, rightly ‘interpreted, 
meant nothing more than a Republican form 
of Government to be called the de Valera- 
MacSwiney Republic, Limited. (Laughter.) 
It was a new form of political extravagance 
that he supposed no other country had ever 
experienced. Under it nothing could be done 
without. the Imperial signature of those two 
worthies, which must. be appended to every 
decree of any body selected by the people to 
form a Parliament. 

During the past twelve months a Parliament 
had, acted ‘in open session in Dublin. Every- 
thing said there could be weighed up by the 
electors, who could estimate the value of the 
services of each member who sat there, and 
place a value on the work that they had been 
doing. Now that the Country was starting to 
rebuild, he asked the electors to remember 
that it was only a number of people 
coming together for a common pur- 
e that could secure’ any advance for 
Plead. now or in the future.

Answering an interrupter, he said—What 
are you standing for there? Are you stand- 
ing for fight? If you are, where are the 
warriors? (Cheers.) 

A Voice—What about the heavy taxation? 
President Cosgrave—If you want to as 
the cause of that, ask the authors of the de- 
struction. We have had enough of this ter- 
rorism, of this whispering iad plotting be- 
hind backs. We have seen you in the field, 
and we got your measure. We knocked the 
devil out of you and your friends, and your 
whisperings have no terrors for us. 

A CAPTURED DOCUMENT. 

Continuing, he said that the work of the 

Government for the past twelve months had 
the name of indeed respected in every 
country in the world. Ireland had no use 
for the men who in times of danger spent 
the money that had been collected in Callan 
and elsewhere in the hotels and pleasant 
places of America and the Continent, mas- 
uerading as Irish Republicans.

MUTINY REPORTS DENIED. 


IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Sunday. 

The battle between the Spanish Army and 
the Moors of Abd-el-Krim continued yesterday 
on the east side of the Bay of Alhucemas. 

No communiqués were issued from either 
side. It is officially confirmed, however, that 
the battle continues, but no information of 
any kind has been given out since the an- 
nouncement of a Spanish victory on Friday. 

The news of this Spanish victory had an 
important political effect on Saturday's 
Cabinet meeting, called to make a decision on 
the Moroccan war. : 

The news. that Abd-el-Krim had. proclaimed 
a holy War and had called for a hundred 
thousand Moorish volunteers, changed the 
aspect of the problem considerably, and the 
strong military campaign became almost a 
necessity. The news of Spain’s victory at 
Alhucemas—with a loss of at least a thousand 
and probably a good deal more—made the 
war policy sure. 

As a result it is expected to-day that the 
Foreign Minister, D’Alba, will resign, He 
has opposed the new Moorish war from the 
beginning, having for a time the support of 
Senor Villanueva, the Finance Minister. : 

The Cabinet's decision to prosecute the war 
to a finish, even if it meant using all of 
Spain’s man power, will make the D’Alba- 
Villanueva position insecure. After the next 
meeting, called for Tuesday, one or the other 
or both are expected to step out.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Sunday. 

Following the ratification of the Lausanne 
Peace Treaty by the Grand National - As- 
sembly at Angora, the Allies are already 
fulfilling their pledge to evacuate Constan- 
tinople. The first British transport, carry- 
ing 1,600 men and a considerable amount of 
artillery, left for Egypt. yesterday afternoon. 
Other transports are loading, and jt is. ex- 
ected that within three weeks thé bulk of 
he Allied troops will have been removed from 
Constantinople and the Dardanelles. The 
troops are departing from the Asiatic side of 
the Straits, the first detachment embarking at 
Haidarpasha. 

The French have begue embarking a Sene- 
galese regiment from Rodosto, and they - 
mise that all buildings used by them will be 
turned over to the Turks within six days. ' 

It is reported that Kemal Pasha will visit 
Constantinople on completion of the evacua- 
tion. A great celebration is being planned 
to welcome the “saviour of the city,” which, 
it is pointed out, would still be held by the 
Allies if it had not been for the work. of

NEW GERMAN EFFORTS.

FIRST EMERGENCY ORDER. 


In a niessagé from Berlin yesterday, 
The Times Correspondent states:—The first 
of the Government’s emergency orders has 
now been issued. It has taken the form of 
a compulsory loan, the contributions to which 
are aili in proportion to contributions 
to the compulsory bread levy. For every 
ten thousand pa marks paid under the 
bread levy the’ individual taxpayer must pay 
one gold mark, and the business corporation 
two gold marks. The contributions are pay- 
able in selected foreign currency or foreign 
investments, and only if the taxpayer declares 
on oath that he has none are the contributions 
payable in paper marks under conditions 
that have still to be framed. 

It is not clear what amount of revenue the 
Government expects to obtain from this 
measure. * Jts more interesting aspect is the 
indication it gives of the measures by which 
the Government wE& to proceed to a new 
interim currency. ith these proceeds and 
the yielding of new taxes it Is hoped to 
make a real beginning with the overdue 
financial reform. 


LIMITATION OF AIRCRAFT.

MR. COOLIDGE SYMPATHETIC. 


The New York Correspondent of The Times 
says :—President Coolidge has indicated his 
sympathy with the desire of the American 
Legion for an international conference to 
achieve the limitation of aircraft, but he 
believes that the time is inopportune. Un- 
questionably, Mr. Coolidge will watch the 
international situation with a view of availing 
himself of the first opportunity when condi- 
tions point to possible success to invite the 
leading nations to such a conference.

POLITICAL CRISIS IN JAPAN, 
TOKIO, Sunday. 

Count Uchida, who yesterday was in- 
stalled as Premier ad interim, to-day pre- 
sented the resignation of himself and his 
colleagues.—-(Reuter.) 

Count Uchida was born in 1865, and entered 
the diplomatic service in 1887. One of his 
first appointments abroad was to the secretary- 
ship of the Japanese Legation in London, in 
1901 he went. to Peking as Minister, and in 
the next year became J Vice-Minister 
for Foreign Affairs. Then came the war with 
Russia, and the post became one of. great 

nsibility, for it was @ matter of the 
ighest. importance to Japan to avoid com- 
plications with China at a time when me 
was fighting the sternest struggle. of her 
existence. 

To a large extent the war was fought on 
Chinese territory, and if was Há tribute to 
Count Uchida that “‘ incidents.” were averted. 
For his services at this critical period he 
received the dignity of Baron. . 

- In 1907 he was Ambassador at Vienna, and 
in 1909 went to Washington, Two years 
later he was created Viscount. 

In 1915 he was appointed to: the Petrograd 
Embassy, leaving Russia after the overthrow 
of the Tsarist régime. In 1918 he became 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, and two years 
later was raised to the dignity of Count. 

When, in 1921, the Prime Minister, Kei 
Hava, was assassinated, Count Uchida acted 
temporarily as head of the Government until 
the late Baron Kato was appointed to the 


post.

The Belgian Note to Britain will be de- 
livered in London to-morrow evening, and is 
spoken of here as likely to help the healing 
process. 

It replies with vigour to Lord Curzon’s 
peregreye on Bélgian priority, shows by what 
means Germany can pay 50 milliards interest 
and sinking fund, argues that the British and 
French Notes reveal a- possibility of agree- 
ment, and, in particular, expresses hope cf 
an Allied meeting. 

M. Poincaré spoke to-day, first at Gondre- 
court, at the unveiling of a plaque to com- 
memorate the arrival of the first American 
contingent at the front, and at Chassy, later, 
he dwelt on the calamities which would have 
resulted to Great Britain and Europe had 
Germany been victorious.

The real issue is that 
Ireland, having secured the international | 
“hee independence by means of 
the Treaty, is now called upon to decide 
whether she will maintain that independence 
as a proof of the British Association of Free 
Nations or whether she will repudiate the 
Treaty in the hope that, standing alone, she 
will achieve @ position of greater freedom. It 
is untrue to state that those of us who eup- 

t the Treaty have in any way given up our 

lief in Ireland's ag Ogee nationhood. 
All the other nations who are membets cf 
the British Commonwealth. have asserted their 
sovereignty with the acquiescence of Great 
Britain, who has herself admitted that sove- 
reignty. The fact that Saorstat Eireann, as a 
sovereign nation, has applied for ful] member- 
ship of the ue of Nations and will be 
represented at next assembly in Geneva 
le a proof that our independence is recognised 
not only by the other nations in the British 
group, but also by the majority of the nations 
in the world, 

No provisions in the Irish Constitution 
should be assumed to interfere with our 
national independence. Provisions with 
reference to the King, Governor-General and 
oath have not been allowed by Canada or 
South Africa to interfere with their independ- 
ence, and there is no reason that I can see 
why Ireland should allow them to interfere 
with hers. The article of our Constitution 
which provides that the Oireachtas shall have. 
the sole and exclusive power of making laws 
for Saorstat Hireann is of itself a clear as- 
sertion of our legislative independence. 

When attending the Inter-Parliamentary 
Union Conference at Copenhagen as a repre- 
sentative of the Oireachtas I found there that 
Ireland was regarded as an independent 
nation, and I was granted privileges accord- 
ingly. I travelled through Europe with a 
Jetter from our Department of Forei 
Affairs, and had to pass through Danish, 
German and Dutch territory, and also terri- 
tory occupied by French and Belgians. On 
every occasion I found that the letter insured 
all the courtesies usual to national representa- 
tives, including the passing of my baggage 
without examination. 

My object in writing this letter is because 
I resent the suggestion that the question of 
our independent nationhood can in any way he 
made an issue at the coming election. re 
is no reason why every candidate who is a 
sapporter of the Treaty should not undertake 
to maintain that independence. The only 
barrier that I can see to our fullest 
recognitiog as an independent nation is the 
fact thai section of our people seems unable 
or unwi to act as citizens of a free 
were e first éssential of liberty is self- 
cénttol. This applies both to individuals and 
to nations. We cannot ex to secure the 
full respect of the countries of the world until 
we have learned to settle our own differences 
by constitutional methods rather than by at- 
tempting to force decisions on the people by

NEW BELFAST-BUILT LINER. 


The Minnewaska, a large and palatial first- 
class passenger liner built for the Atlantic 
Transport Company, Ltd., by Harland and 
Wolff, Ltd., ran very successful trials on 
Saturday in Belfast Lough. The new vessel 
has a gross tonnage of about 21,400, and is a 
finely modelled steamer, her graceful lines and 
ample proportions being specially noteworthy. 
Luxurions accommodation has been provided 
for 569 first-class passengers arranged on the 
lower promenade, shelter, and upper decks. 

The staterooms on the lower promenade 
deck are situated in a large deckhouse, and 
have private and semi-private bathrooms.

The Minnewaska will enjoy the. distinction 
of being not only the largest vessel in the 
Atlantic Transport Company s fleet, but also 
the largest vessel trading from London.

A DERBYSHIRE VILLAGE 
CELEBRATION. 


Frow Ovr Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
EYAM, DERBYSHIRE, Sunday. 

Crowds have gathered here to-day by train, 
moter, char-a-banc, and cycle to celebrate a 
great heroic chapter in the local history— 
‘Plague Sunday ” it is callea in this part 
of North Derby. “All true men and women 
respond to what is big and splendid in hfe, 
said the Rev. S. E. Swann, Chaplain of 
Trinity Hall, Cambridge, in ney tg ang 
gregation of thousands. A - story lies be- 
hind this Service to-day, and the preacher de- 
clared that it ought to be known far and 
wide. It dates back to the Plague of London. 

Tradition says that the infection was car- 
ried to this remote hill village by a box of 
clothes sent from London to a local tailor. 
During the autumn of 1665 the plague slowly 
spread from house to house. In the follow- 
ing summer it grew worse, and out of a 
population of 350 only 83 survived. During 
the outbreak the rector, a clergyman named
